1. PROTOCOL: THE DANISH MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS WILL 

HANDLE PROTOCOL MATTERS FOR ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES OF MINISTERS 
AND OTHER HIGH RANKING REPRESENTATIVES. THE MINISTRY DESIRES 
TO KNOW BY 1 JUNE 1973 TIME AND PLACE OF ARRIVAL AND WHICH 
WIVES WILL ACCOMPANY. 

2. HOTELS: ARRANGEMENTS ARE BEING MADE BY DANISH FOREIGN 
MINISTRY WITH EMBASSIES OF NATO COUNTRIES IN COPENHAGEN. USNATO 
HOTEL REQUIREMENTS HAVE BEEN PASSED TO EMBASSY. 

3. CONFERENCE ARRANGEMENTS: OPENING CEREMONY SCHEDULED FOR 0945 
HOURS 14 JUNE AT FREDERIKSBERG TOWN HALL; INVITATIONS WILL BE 
COMMUNICATED BY THE DANES. RESTRICTED COUNCIL MEETINGS WILL BE 
HELD IN THE MAIN CONFERENCE ROOM OF THE BELLA CENTRE. EACH 
DELEGATION WILL HAVE TWO SEATS AT CONFERENCE TABLE, AND SIX 
BEHIND. USNATO HAS REQUESTED FIVE ADDITIONAL SEATS FROM NATO 
SECRETARIAT.

1 JUN 72. DEPARTMENT PLEASE SUPPLY TO USNATO, SHOWING ALSO WHICH

ING OF WASHINGTON SUPPORT PERSONNEL TO ENABLE US TO REQUEST 
PASSES FOR THEM ON 1 JUNE. COPENHAGEN PLEASE SUPPLY NAMES AND 
SECURITY CLEARANCES OF EMBASSY PERSONNEL ( US ONLY) WHO WILL 
REQUIRE ENTRY TO CONFERENCE AREA. 

6. OFFICE ALLOCATION: NATO SECRETARIAT AND DELEGATIONS WILL 
RECEIVE OFFICE SPACE IN BELLA CENTRE. PLAN SHOWING OFFICE 
ALLOCATION WILL BE DISTRIBUTED. 

USNATO COMMENT: USNATO INFORMED ON 12-13 APRIL VISIT TO 
COPENHAGEN EACH DELEGATION WILL BE ALLOCATED THREE OFFICES IN 
BELLA CENTRE. DEPARTMENT PLEASE INFORM COPENHAGEN OF POSSIBLE 
ADDITIONAL OFFICE REQUIREMENTS. END OF COMMENT.
